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Depletion of staff and pressure of duties 
generally has caused the delay in or esenting this 
report for the years 1946 and 1947, During 1946 
was impossible to inspect twenty~seven schools one 
Waren se4c/7 pupils were im attendance.

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MEDICAL INSPECTIONS 


Medical Inspections of school children have been carried 
out in accordance with the provisions of the Handicapped Pupils 
and School Health Service Regulations, 1945. The periods 
specified in the Regulations for carrying out these inspections 
ares;— 


(a) Children admitted for the first time to a maintained 
school - as soon as possible after the date of 
admission; 


(b) «Children attending maintained Primary schools - 
during their last year of ettendance at such schools; 


(ec) Children attending maintained Secondary Schools - 
during their last year of attendance at such schools; 


(d) Children attending maintained schools or County 
Colleges - from time to time as the Minister may direct. 


In addition special inspections are carried out at the 
various Clinics and all children found to be suffering from 
defects are pericdically re-inspected. 


FINDINGS OF MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


UNCLEANLINESS:- The numbers of inspections for cleanliness by 
school nurses were 98,011 in 1946 and 87,098 Lh, TOM fou. OF, those 
inspected 2593 (2. 64%)3 in 1946, and 2221 (2.55%) in 1947, were 
found to be unclean. Action was taken in accordance with Section 
54 (2) of the Education Act, 1944, 375 cleansing notices and 11 
cleansing orders being issued. 


_DEFECTS OF THE NOSE AND THROAT:- Of the 15072 children examined in 
94.7, 19 1.268%) were found to require treatment. 


ERRORS OF REFRACTION (INCLUDING SQUINT):- The tctal number of 


eiiidren found tc require treatment for defective vision in the 
pericdic and special inspections during 1947 was 272 or 1.79% of 
those examined. In addition 58 (0.38%) children were found to 
require treatment for squint. 


DEFECTIVE HEARING AND BAR DISEASES:- Sixteen children (0.1%) were 
found to réquire treatment for defects of the ears during 197.

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MASS RADIOGRAPHY: The Mass Radiography Unit of the Welsh 
National Memorial Association visited the County in January 
and February 1947 and undertook a Survey of School children 
over the age of 1l years. A total of 5,866 children were 
examined in a number of centres. The purpose of the Survey 
was, of course, to ascertain the incidence of tuberculosis 
among the older school children. Sufficient detail is not 
obtainable on the miniature radiograph to make a firm 
diagnosis in all cases and where a doubt exists, a further 
full-scale radiograph is taken of that subject. It was 
necessary to recall 200 children for further examination. 


The attached Table 1 sets out in detail the 
findings of the Survey. 


When a case of tuberculosis was discovered or 
suspected a report was sent to the family doctor and the 
child referred to the Tuberculosis Officer. As a result of 
this Survey and of the examination by the Tuberculosis 
Officer of cases referred to him, three children were found 
towbe suttering from active Pulmonary Tuberculosis, an 
incidence of approximately one in two thousand, Three 
additional cases are sthll under observation by the 
Tuberculosis Officer and the final diagnosis has not yet 
been made, 


) In a survey of this nature it is to be expected 
that abnormalities of other structures in the chest such 
as the heart and the spine and non-tuberculous diseases of 
the lung should be discovered. These are shown in Table l. 


Among the interesting facts revealed by the 
Survey is the evidence of healed tuberculous infection - 
the so called "Primary Focus" = in a considerable proportion 
(12%) of the children examined. 


Table 11 gives the percentage of the children 
examined at the various centres showing evidence of such 
healed tuberculosis. These figures indicate the amount of 
tuberculous infection among the communities concerned and 
also the extent to which the youngsters in those communities 
are subjected to the risk of contracting infection. The 
percentage (12.0) for the County of children over the age of 
11 years who show evidence of having been infected with the 
Berm Of, tuberculosis is disturbing, but there are grounds for 
believing that had such a Survey been conducted 20 or 30 years 
ago the figure would have been much higher. The disparity 
between the findings in the Pwllheli and Caernarvon Areas on 
the one hand, and the Llandudno Area on the other, indicate 
what a long way we are from eliminating the dangers of 
tuberculosis. 


All the children who were discovered to have a healed 
tuberculous infection are being kept under special observation. 
Those who showed evidence of any other abnormal condition have 
been seen in schools and any necessary treatment has been 
prescribed. 


Some measure of confidence can be derived from the 
Authority! s provision of meals, milk and vitamin supplements in 
schools, and of the Tuberculosis Care Scheme, as two important 
factors in lowering the incidence of active tuberculosis. The 
most important and potent cause of the spread of infection is | 
the retention in, and the return to his own home of the "open" 
active case of tuberculosis because of the inadequacy of beds 
in Sanatoria.

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SKIN DISEASES:- Treatment for skin diseases was given in 330 
instances, of which 20 were Ringworm (Scalp 2, Body 18), Scabies 
79, Impetige 158 and other skin diseases 73. 


EDUCATIONALLY SUB-NORMAL CHILDREN:- There were 72 Educationally 
Sub-Normal Children on the register at the end of 1947. cf these 
60 (37 males and 23 females) were in maintained Primary or 
Seccndary Schools and 12 (10 males and 2 females) were not at 
Ssehool. Two children were reported by the School Services 
Committee to the Mental Health. Committee under Section 57 (3) of 
the Education Act, 1944, and they were both placed under Statutory 
Supervision, 


DENTAL DEFECTS:- The Dental Staff consisted of three Dental 
Oet2cers and on September ist, 1947, the Senior Dental Officer 
ccmmenced duties.’ 


The School population was 17,051. 


In the statistics relating to inspection and 

treatment for 1947, it will be noticed that approximately 5,000 
children had been inspected in excess of the school population.

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MEDICAL AND SURGICAL TREATMENT, 


MINOR AILMENTS:- A total of 2,901 Minor Ailments were treated during 
194.6. In 1947, 1961 Minor Ailments,comprising 330 skin complaints, 
73 Hye Diseases, 94 Har Defects and 1464 miscellaneous defects were 
treated. The number of attendances at the various clinics was- 5050. 


VISUAL DEFECTS:- A total of 10243 children were referred to the 
Ophthalmic Specialist in 1946, and spectacles were prescribed to 
829 of them. Other forms of treatment were given tc 119 children. 


The Ophthalmic Specialist examined 1317 children 
in 1947 and spectacles were supplied in 1059 instances. In addition 
94 minor eye defects were dealt with at the Minor Ailment Clinics. 


BAR DEFECTS:- Forty-three children with defects of the ear were seen 
by the Specialist in 1946. In 1947, seventy children were examined 
and in six instances treatment was rerformed at the hospital at 
the time of consultation. In addition 94 defects were treated at 
the Minor Ailment Clinics. 


NOSE AND THROAT:- Operative treatment for urgent cases of Tonsils 
and Adenoids was provided at the C. and A. General Hospital, Bangor

PSYCHIATRIC SERVICE and CHILD GUIDANCE. 


This service was instituted at the beginning of 
the war with the advent of evacuation. Difficult children 
were dealt with at ten Hostels and later transferred to a 
Special Hostel established for the purpose of dealing more 
specifically with various maladjustments. As the number 
Gleeseesemercased., Child Guidance clinics were established 
at Caernarvon, Bangor, Llandudno, Portmadoc and Pwllheli. 
These clinics were held twice monthly and cases were 
referred to the Psychiatric Social Workers by Matrons of 
Hostels, Assistant Medical Officers, Billeting Officers, 
Heawut Visitors, Police, Probation Officers and School 
Teachers. 


Mr. G. H. Gell was apnointed as Psychiatric Officer 
aa pepremper, 1942. In addition to performing duties as 
Psychiatric Social Worker, he undertook psychological 
beésting and organised play therapy sessions. Early in 1943, 
Piece ce tne ready Co-Operation of Dr. J. H. 0. Roberts, 
the Medical Superintendent of the North Wales Hospital for 
Mental and Nervous Disorders, Denbigh, who attended the main 
Clinie at Bangor twice monthly. Later in the same year the 
Educational Adviser to the University College of North Wales 
became an honorary member of a team which was later joined 
“by the Psychologist of the North Wales Hospital for Mental 
and Nervous Disorders. Despite the return of the evacuees 
to their own homes the growing appreciation of the facilities 
offered by the Child Guidance Clinics became more apnarent 
and the number of cases attending increased annually and it 
Was necessary to hold the Clinic at Bangor weekly.

During the year 1947 there was an outbreak of 
Poliomyelitis and 7 cases of school age were notified, of these 
one died. One school was closed for 4 days on account of an 
epidemic of Measles. 


IMMUNISATION AGAINST DIPHTHERTA: - This Authority, introduced 
@ scheme for the immunisation of children against Diphtheria in 
January 1939, well in advance of the National Campaign launched 
by the Ministry of Health during the war. 


The injections are given by the Assistant School Medical 
Officers personally, either at the Infant Welfare Clinics or at 
the Schools. Perents are urged by the Health Visitors to avail 
themselves of these valuable facilities. 


Muring 0946; 1435 children completed the first course of 
inoculations. Of these 49 (3.4%) children were under one year 
old and 1219 (85.0%) were between 1 and 5 years of age, and 167 
(11.6%) children were between 5 and 14 years of age. in; sddition, 
1401 children received boosting doses. 


In 1947, 1610 children completed the first course. Of these 
61 (3.8%) children were under 1 year old and 1410 (87.6%) were 
Rete chet 1 and 5 years of age and 139 (8.6%) children were between 
5 and 15 years of age. In addition, 1622 children received 
boosting doses. I estimate that in the County as a whole 72.9% 
of the child population (under 15 years of age) are fully 
protected. Of the children under.5 years of age 54.4% are 
protected. 


It is gratifying to report that this measure is having the 
‘desired effect. There wes not a single death from diphtheria 
Pf tis County in 1947. The following figures demonstrate the 
efficiency of Diphtheria Immunisation.

MILK-IN-SCHOOLS SCHEME 


The provision of free milk to school crildren was originally 
recommended to the Committee in my Annual Report for 1932, and with 
the help of various voluntary associations who provided free milk 
to necessitous and delicate children in their own localities, this 


became an accomplished fact. During a period of 9 months in 1933 
approximately 6000 bottles of free milk were supplied to Junior 
schools in Caernarvon alone. It was in October 1934, however, 


that the original Milk-in-Schools Scheme was introduced and various 
(types of graded milks became available for about 12,000 children. 
strict supervision of all sources of supplies helped to ensure the 


cleanliness and safety of the milk. 
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In 1938, 160 schools were supplied with milk, and during 
1947, 169 schools were supplied from 47 sources of supply with 
approximately 14,634 (86.0%) children partaking. 


Every effort is made to supply schools with Tuberculin 
Tested or Pasteurised Milk in one third pint containers. When 
this ig not available ordinary milk is supplied and the 
Veterinary Officer of the Ministry of Agriculture is requested to 
carry out clinical examinations of the herds concerned. 
Instructions ere also given that ordinary milk must be pasteu- 
rised at the schools before it is given tO the children. 

During 1947, 102 schools were supplied with Pasteurised Milks 
26 with Tuberculin Tested Milk; 1 with Accredited Milk; 37 
with ordinary milk, and in three instances, where liquid milk 
was not available, the children were gupplied with National 
Dried Milk. 


SCHOCL MEALS
